The White budget looks pretty 
muth like a formal announcement 
that there will be no general Do- 
minion election before next fall at 
the earliest. The Borden govern- 
ment has not been’ unduly mind- 
ful of publie opinion when it seem- 
ed that public opinion could be 
flouted with impunity. But it has 
to be shown that the government 
thought it was ingratiating itself 
in the opinion of the voter when 
it uppercut him with a twenty-five 
per cent. increase in the tariff and 
followed that by landing a direct 
taxation punch in his pocket book, 

A one-quarter increase in the 
tawl® ean produce a one-quarter 
increase in the revenue only if the 
yolume of imports remains as 
large as ithas been during the 
past year. Uf the one-quarter in- 
crease in the tariff produces a 
one- quarter decrease in the .im- 
ports the government will wind 
up at the end of next year with a 
deficit as large as that with which 
they close the current year. Mr. 
White's tariff is founded on the 
supposition that the Canadian 
consumer will find it cheaper to 
import next year as much as he 
imported this year-even’ paying 
one-quarter more tarit’—than to 
buy twenty-five per cent. more of 
his requirements from Canadian 
manufacturers, 

Up until Mareh 10th last the 
present government had fired 301 
pmployees of the Interior Depart 
ment in the West and added 1946 
names to the pay roll. The busi- 
ness of the department has pro- 
bably been little heavier at any 
time during the past three years 
than it was during the preceding 
year, and there have necessarily 
been less results for its work dur- 
ing the past year than during 
nouinal seasons. It will have to 
be shown before it is understood 
why the department now requires 
1,400 more employees in the West 
than it needed three years ago. 
Perhaps if the department lopped 
olf a thousand or fifteen |hundred 
of these new officials it would not 
be necessary to charge every one 
who writes a letter or a post card 
an extra stamp. 

The proposal that women resi- 
dents of the city be given votes 
upon the same qualification terms 
as the men is in the way of con- 
ceding au equality of interest and 
of intelligence to the women. In 
the case of a woman owning pro- 
perty the right to vote is already 
conceded. But surely the woman 
who does not own property is as 
much entitled to a vote as the man 
who does not own property. To 
refuse her a power which has been 
given him would be indefensible 
on any ground of fairness between 
persons or of conserving or pro- 
moting the general good. — It 
might be argued that neither of 
thei is entitled to vote—-but as 
the vote has been given to one 
justice demands that it be not re- 
fused the other, The case of-a 
married woman whose husband is 
a taxpayer rests upon a different 
basis.
